JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 


By the present (French) mail we have advices from this port 
to the 18th March, and the Pacific mail brings dates to the 24th 
March. The French mail from London Jan. 17 arrived out on 
the 11th, and the following P. and O. mail of Jan. 24 on the 
15th March. 

A somewhat important diplomatic question has arisen between 
Japan and China, concerning which Soyejima, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, left Yokohama on the 13th March in the 
Riyiu-Kan, accompanied by the Malacca, two vessels of the Im- 
perial Navy, for China. The object of his visit is stated by the 
Japan Mau to be to demand from the Chinese Government the 
punishment of the inhabitants of Formosa for their lawless and 
savage treatment of several Loochooans who either landed or 
were thrown by misfortune on that island, and who met—it is 
said—the horrible fate of being eaten by the'natives. The 
Loochoo Islands formerly owed fealty to the clan Sateuma, the 
members of which are highly incensed against the Formosans on 
account of the treatment by these of their clansmen. Great ex- 
citement prevails throughout the clan, and it is also observable 
that a movement of troops is being made towards the terri- 
tory formerly known as Sateuma’s. The ardent desire, and, 
indeed, demand of the clan is that the Formoaans shall 
be punished either directly by the Chinese Government 
or by itself, and although the Court at Yedo is very rejuct- 
ant to take steps involving unpleasant negotiations with 
China, the pressure brought to bear on it by the clan has been 
so great, and the desire for revenge—a sacred duty in Japanese 
eyes—is so strong, that nothing less than the measures now 

opted would ap or allay it even temporarily. The Maw 
expresses a hope that the Government at Peking will meet the 
Japanese Commissioner in a just and amicable spirit, and take 
such steps in regard to the Formosans as will satisfy his legiti- 
mate demands. China, it considers, will certainly not permit the 

unishment of her subjects to be administered by Japanese 
nds, and trouble of a serious nature may easily arise between 
the two Governments unless she consents to do justice to the 
demands of Japan for reparation for outrages which have in- 
flamed an important and warlike section of her people. 

We are glad to hear that the edicts prohibiting Christianity 
have at last been removed from the notice boards. There is, how- 
ever, no news up to the present of the captive Christians having 
been set at liberty. 

A rather ridiculous disturbance has taken place in the Yoko- 
hama Race Club, in consequence of the “ Momban”—whatever 
that may be—having a stop-watch. The ‘“‘ Momban” appears 
to be the native employed to look after the course, but through- 
out the whole report of the affair no explanation is given of this 
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CHINA.

TIENTSIN. 

A correspondent sends the following items of intelligence :— 
The Foreign Ministers have frequent meetings — the outside 
world supposes with reference to the Audience question. We 
are on the guz vive for news, but can learn nothing authentic. 
The Viceroy is to start on the 18th March for the Imperial burial 
grounds, to prepare them for the intended visit of the Emperor 
at the end of the month. It was understood Li had come on 
here early, to be at Tientsin on the Japanese and Peruvian Mi- 
nisters appearing ; but he has an able man as his lieutenant for 
civil matters in Pwantingsen ; so, should these Ministers arrive 
during his absence, their business can be commenced and carried 
on to a point till Li himself returns. 

No news has yet reached ys of favours bestowed by the Em- 
peer on his accession to the throne. The accession day was not 

ept as a holiday by the Chinese. At the arsenal the usual work 
was being carried on all day, as on ordinary days, as we could 
hear by the whistles calling the people to work and to cease. 
When we bring to our remembrance the feeling of respect and 
reverence which the population of China express in general for 
their Emperors, it struck the foreigners, who pay attention to 
Chinese matters, as something extraordinary that the day of the 
accession of the present Emperor to the throne was not kept as 
a holiday and fete day, at least by the officials. As his Majesty 
is only seventeen years of age, China may not again see an acces- 
_ gion to the throne for the next seventy years ; the Government 
people might, therefore, and without much loss, have proclaimed 
the day a holiday, testifying in this manner to the outer world 
their respect for the chief magistrate of their Government. 

We have had warm weather, the thermometer only falling at 
nights to about 29 deg. Fahrenheit, and during the day to 48 
deg. In the afternoon of the 22nd Feb. the ice in the reach of 
the river opposite the British settlement broke up, and by even- 
ing had completely disappeared, and fishing boats were to be 
seen in their occupation—catching fish. A wonderful change, 
and all within two hours time ! 

On the anniversary of the birthday of Washington, the United 
States steamer Ashuelot, Captain Wallace, fired a national salute 
of twenty-one guns, and was dressed with all her flags ; the 
various Consulates also hoisted their gala flags for the occasion. 

We have four S. S. N. steamers alongside the Bund ; and on 
the opposite side of the river, off the China Steamer Company’s 
Bund, a Chinese gunboat is discharging rice. The harbour is 
consequently quite lively. The 8. S. N. Company’s steamer 
Shanse was the first up. 





SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 21st 
March; the French mail from London Jan. 31 arrived out on 
the 20th March. The following items of news are from the 
North China Herald :— 


We hear that the Audience question is settled in so far that 
the Emperor has agreed to dispense with the kotow. Details 
of the ceremonial to be observed are still under discussion. 

A meeting of Treaty Consuls was held on the 14th March. 
The Chinese authorities wish to have skilled opinion as to the 
probable effect of the Bunding scheme -on the water-courses ; 
and it was decided at the meeting to advise the Viceroy to asso- 
ciate a competent foreign engineer with his own delegate. 

The steamer Kwangtung, with the Grand Duke Alexis, Ad- 
miral Possiet and suite, and Mr. Albert Heard, the Russian 
Consul, arrived on the 13th March. The Ducal party were re- 

* ceived by Mr. J. E. Reding, the Acting Consul, Captain Whyte, 
H.M.S. Cadmus, and Captain Digby, H.M.S. Curlew. No salutes 
were fired, nor was any preparation made for a public reception 
of H.1.H., in accordance with his wish that his visit should be 
regarded as of a non-public character. About an hour after the 
arrival of the steamer, the Grand Duke landed quietly in the 
Customs’ launch and proceeded to the Russian Consulate at 
Messrs. Augustine Heard and Co.’s, where, in the afternoon, the 
magistrate of the Mixed Court paid an official visit, bearing a 
courteous communication from the Taoutai. On the 14th H.1.H. 
received the visits of the Foreign Consuls and the Municipal 
Council, and visited various parts of the settlement and the Kaou 
Chang-miaou arsenal. On the 15th he visited the Roman Catho- 
lic establishment at Sikawei. He left for Hankow on the 17th. 
The Russian corvette Vitiaz, Captain Nazimoff, arrived here on 
the 15th March with Admiral Feodorowski on board ; and while 
she passed H.M.S.’s Cadmus the band of the latter courteously 
played the Rus-ian national anthem. 

For the first time in history, the 17th March has been cele- 
brated in Shanzhai by the sons of St. Patrick at a formal dinner. 
It is needless to say that the day has never passed unrecognised ; 
at private dinner parties due honour has, again and again, been 
done tothe memory of the Saint and to the glories of Erin ; but 
this is the first occasion on which Irishmen have emulated their 
Scottish lrethren, in holding a general gathering ; and when we 
svy that twenty-seven Irishmen were assembled, under the pre- 
sidency of Mr. Kingsmill, with Dr. Barton in the vice-chair, we 
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need no further assurance that a most pleasant and social evenin 
was spent. The usual loyal, patriotic, and social toasts were 
drunk with growing enthusiasm ; and it was not till nearly two 
A.M. that the last bowl of punch was emptied. 

A lecture has been delivered in the Masonic Hall by Dr. S. 
Wells Williams. The subject was “ Reminiscences of Travel in 
Syria and Egypt,” with comparisons between those countries 
and China, which the lecturer treated politically, socially, and 
religiously, in a clear and comprehensive manner ; occasionally 
throwing in remarks on his personal observations during a tour. 
The chair was occupied by Mr. Medhurst. 

A meeting of subscribers to the Shanghai Library was held on 
the 14th March. The accounts showed a balance of Tla. 196 
due to the treasurer. Messrs. Medhurst, Payn, FitzGerald, Mac- 
lellan, Cordier, and Rev. C. H. Butcher were appointed a com- 
mittee for the ensuing year. 

The Volunteer Artillery have held their second annual prac- 
tice at Woosung. A fog and high adverse wind and tide pre- 
vented some of the boats getting down ; so that the attendance 
of members and the state of the Commissariat were not quite 
what had been expected. There were over a dozen artillerymen 
to man the guns, however, besides a number of visitors, and 
sufficient supplies had come forward to keep things going. The 
wind was strong, and to some extent across the range, and the 
firing was therefore not quite up to that of last year, but it still 
left its effects on the targets. A Visitors’ Prize was got up on 
the ground, and falls to gunner St. Croix. 

The Chamber of Commerce had addressed a letter to the Muni- 
cipal Council, protesting against the charge of Wharfage Dues on 
merchandise transhipped at Shanghai, in transit to other ports. 
It will be remembered that the subject was discussed at the last 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, when the resolution em- 
bodied in the present letter was carried by one vote. Opinions 
were almost as nearly divided when the subject was mooted at 
the annual meeting of ratepayers in May ’72. A resolution of 
similar purport was then negatived by 96 votes against 87. 

We referred last week to the existence of scurvy among the 
crew of the barque Kirkland, and to the probability that the 
case would attract inquiry. We now learn that the ship was 
inspected by Mr. Tapp on the 12th March, when it was ascer- 
tained that scurvy had broken out two months before her arrival ; 
and that for the last three weeks no sugar had been served out, 
so that the men were unable to drink their lime juice. Seven 
men of the crew were found to be affected, six of them very 
badly, and their cabin to be in a foul condition. They com- 
plained much of being kept on board the ship, where they could 
not possibly have the attention their case demanded, and Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Consul has directed the master to send them 
at once to the hospital, and to have the cabin thoroughly cleansed, 
disinfected, and painted. 

The prospects of sport at the approaching race-meeting are ex- 
cellent, and the demand for grittins insatiable. Ata sale at the 
Horse Bazaar last week the highest prices on record for a large 
mob were realised. Thirty-five griffins were sold at prices 
ranging from Tls. 260 downwards ; half-a-dozen being Tls. 2v0 
and over ; a dozen Tls. 100 and over, and the lowest Tls. 45. 
Some 32 out of 35 were disposed of. Out of a lot sold last week, 
a pair which had been neglected by the bidders, and did not bring 
the limit of Ts. 50, were, in consequence of their “ likely ” pro- 
mise on a subsequent trial, sold privately the other day for 
Tis. 450. 

We mentioned last week that the C. C. S. N. Cos steamer 
Taku arrived on the 13th March—the first vessel of the season 
from Tientsin. The C. C. 8S. N. Co.’s steamer Appin was the 
second. By her we learn that there is very fittle water 
in the Peiho, so little that she grounded in the middle of the ‘ 
river, a short distance below the double bend. The river was 
entirely clear of junks. The Taku bar is much improved ; the 
shallowest place is uow inside the black buoy, whereas last year 
it was outside the red buoy. The Appin brought down a full 
cargo, including Tls. 130,000 of sycee from Tientsin and Tls. 
98,000 from Chefoo. The first vessel to cross Taku bar this year 
was the three-masted schooner Wvl/y ; and a remarkable fact is, 
that she only left Chefoo the day previous to the Shanse, crossed 
the bar next day, and got within 10 miles of Tientsin before she 
was passed by the steamers. Had the river been clear of ice, 
she would no doubt have been the first vessel up this year. 

The following is from the Shanghai Courier :—Colonel Flint, 
United States Consul at Chinkiang, has paid a visit to the Vice- 
roy at Nanking. The United States steamer Pulos conveyed 
Colonel Flint to the landing place abreast of the capite’ of the 
viceroyalty. His primary busincss was to come to some definite 
settlement regarding an attack made by a band of robbers on the 
waiting station of 58.8.N. Company at Nanking landing place on 
the river, where they plundered the passengers awaiting one of 
that company’s steamers of property to a considerable aggregate 
amount. On the facts being represented by the Conaal to the 
native authorities, a number of rubbers had been arrested, and 
these the Viceroy now promi-cd to visit with summary and 
severe punishnent. ‘The Consul then passed to the consideration 
of some questions conneeted with the status of Nanking as a port 
for trade, the exact nature of which we failed to learn, but hich 
appear to have been settled satisfactorily to both parties. 
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Mr. Coryell, marine superintendent of the 5. 5. N. Company, 
has returned from the wreck of the Avanglooung. The Moyune 
has brought back the steam chest and parts of the engine of the 
lost steamer, with a portion of her cabin furniture. There have 
been also salved from her some 1,500 packages of bale goods more 
or less damaged, as well as about 600 bags of sugar and several 
hundred bales of cotton. The cargo of the lower hold, which 
consisted chiefly of sugar, is inaccessible and unsalvable. The 
steamer’s back is bent from midships aft to fully half a right 
angle. We believe there is little probability of much more being 
saved. Nearly abreast of the wreck is a native village, the in- 
habitants of which have become suddenly transformed into a 
swarm of daring and skilful wreckers, who hover round the 
stranded steamer night and day, each eager to make the most of 
such an unusual piece of good fortune. 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 27th March; no later mail had 
been received than the P. and O. mail of Feb. 7 on the 17th 
March, but the French mail from London, Feb. 14, was over due. 
The following items are from the Hong Kong Daily Press :— 


The Governor has received an official despatch from H.M. 
Minister at Peking, stating that the assumption of the Govern- 
ment of the Emperor of China was notified on the same day on 
which it occurred (23rd Feb.) to the foreign representatives of the 
Prince of Kung and the Yamen of Foreign Affairs, and that on 
the 24th February the Ministers of England, Russia, Germany, 
United States, and France addressed a collective note to the 
Prince requesting him to move his Imperial Majesty to receive 
their congratulations in person. No reply to this had as yet been 
received, nor was any expected for some days. The Emperor’s 
accession was unmarked by any popular or public official demon- 
stration. 

The Gazette contains a comparative statement of the revenue 
and expenditure of the colony during 1471 and 1572, showing a 
net increase of revenue in the latter year of 850,389.41, and a 
net decrease in expenditure of $58,511.25. The principal in- 
crease in the revenue is in stamps and postages, which aygresate 
about $24,000 over 1871. Fines show an increase of over 
$8,000, and a sum of $14,000 from the Mint, and 811,000 “ In- 
terest,” are also included in the increase. The former seems 
hardly an item of revenue strictly speaking, and it does not 
appear whence the “Interest” is derived. ‘The chief decrease 
in expenditure in 1872 is 861,000 on works and buildinus, and 
$8,000 in the medical department. There is an increase of 
nearly $16,000 in the police, and of $2,325.50 under the head of 
Auditor-General. The last item seems a little startling, con- 
sidering that the colony has not had an Auditor-General since 
Mr. Rennie left, and that the duties of auditing have been per- 
formed by the Colonial Secretary. 

We regret to have to announce the very sudden death of Dr. 
McCoy, the Colonial surgeon. He was in fair health and spirits 
on the 23rd March, aud retired to rest that night as usual, but 
was found dead at 5 a.m. next morning. ‘The cause of death is 
said to be disease of the heart, and it appears he had for some 
days been complaining of pain in that region. 

Returns have been issued by Mr. F. Douglas, superintendent 
of Victoria gaol, of the number of prisoners during the past vear. 
The average was about 450, the proportion of males to females 
being about 435 to 15. Of the average number of 450, about 
360 have been coloured, and 90 Europeans. 


There has been a threat of a disturbance at Amoy. It appears 
that the Chinese objected to the telegraphic station, and ex- 
pressed an intention of pulling it down. The telegraph officials 
made all preparations for resistance, but nothing seems to have 
actually transpired, as the cable is still in working order. 

We regret to hear that Mr. Fittock, who very recently re- 
sumed charge of Her Britannic Majesty’s Consulate at Ningpo, 
after a furlough to England, is again obliged to return thither 
on sick leave. We believe that Mr. Alabaster is likely to suc- 
ceed him as Acting Consul. 

There has been a collision at Canton between the passage 
boatmen that ply to Shek Moon and the underlings of the Lekin 
station there, resulting in the death and wounding of men on 
both sides. 


The little 3} ton steamer Sea Gu/l has just arrived to the con- 
signment of Messrs. Lane, Crawford and Co., having had sume 
rough weather to contend against. This journey from Liverpool 
to Hour Kong by so tiny a vessel forms a noticeable item among 
the curious in nautical history. 

A private of H.M. 80th Regiment has been drowned at Kow- 
loon, and his body has not yet been found. 

A cricket match between the Victoria Cricket Club and an 
eleven of the Royal Artillery has been played, the latter winning 
by about 30 runs. A match between Royalist and Blarney, half 
a mile, for 850, has been run off at the Race Course. There 
was a large number of people present, but the race was of little 
ier being an easy affair for Royalist, who won much as he

Silk when once having Leen sold, or bargained for, is sent to the pur- 
chaser's risk, and the seller will not be held responsible for loss in 
weight, occasioned either by fire or theft. Silk, when bargained for, is 
to be sold in the state in which it might be at the time of sale ; and 
will not be dried either by artificial heat or by the heat of the sun. 

The purchaser must assume all risks, after the merchandise has gone 
into his possession. We cannot bind ourselves to deliver it in the same 
condition in which we sell it at the place of its final destination. We 
are not insurers, and will assume no responsibility after accepted de- 
livery. 

In order to preserve justice, that we must deliver the goods accord- 
ing to the “muster” offered, but if the fureign merchants think that they 
are not the same as the “muster” at the time of delivery, in this casa 
they may return the goods back to the Chinese merchant. No claims 
of indemnity shall be made on either side. . 


The following report of the directors of the Chinese Insurance 
Company (Limited) has been issued :— 

The accounts show that an amount of $346,270.20 has been received 
in premia, which is a satisfactory increase over the carnings of the pre- 
vious term. The total receipts from all sources amount to 8370,751.22, 
including a surplus from the previous year of $5,491.98, this being a 
portion of the sum then carried forward to mect outstanding claims 
which have since been liquidated. The losses during the year have been 
exceptionally severe, and have rendered the result of the term less 
favourable than might have been expected. The sum of $187,639.24 
has already been paid upon adjusted claims, and adequate provision has 
been made for all claims pending upon known casualties, in the further 
sum of $57,105.05, which includes the premia upon unexpired risks. 
The losses have been upon first-class risks, and it is reasonable to hope 
that a similar concurrence of disasters will not soon again transpire. 
The usual interest upon the capital, amounting to 336,000, has been 
punctually paid, and after provision for losses, as stated, and pay- 
ment of the working expenses of the office, agents’ commissions, rein- 
suranees, return premia, and writing off one-third of the amount at 
debit of preliminary expenses, there remains a net profit of $18,000, 
available for appropriation. Under the new clauses of the Articles of 
Association, one-third of this must be placed at credit of the reserve 
fund, increasing it to $21,000. The remainder will be distributed as a 
bonus to contributors. The directors have been enabled to make more 
favourable disposition than heretofore uf the company’s capital and sur- 
plus funds, which are deposited in banks at satisfactory rates of interest. 
The special funds remitted to London have been invested in Govern- 
ment securities. The following changes have been made in the direc- 
tion: Mr. H. Melchers, Mr. D. L. Hunter, and Mr. E. A. Hitchcock 
have retired in view of their departure from the colony, and Mr. J. 
MeDouall. Mr. A. André, Mr. H. 8S. Geary, and Mr. J. F. Seaman (the 
latter ad énterim) were duly elected in their stead, and these changes 
require confirmation. 


The directors of the Indo-Chinese Sugar Company (Limited) 
have issucd the following report for the year ending 28th Feb- 
ruary, 1573 :— 

The accounts show that the value of the factory, estate, buildings, and 
rolling stock stated in the present balance-sheet shows an increase over 
that in last report of $50,814.05, which sum represents the amount 
spent since the Ist of April last, in theerection of the machinery, the build- 
ings, construction of roads, and upon all other permanent works. The 
sum of $23,429.75 represents the ameant expended up to Dec. 31, upon 
the working of the crop now in course of conversion, the total arnount 
required to complete this season's operations being estimated at $120,000, 
In profit and loss account, the balance from last year, which mainly 
representa the losses on the sale of the Bienhoa Estates, is brought for- 
ward, and to it are added charges, interest, and exchange, together with 
a proportionate amount written off preliminary expenses. The balance 
at debit of working account, which in the statement now submitted 
stands at $116.143.41, includes the value of all sugar shipped to Lon- 
don and not drawn against, the sale of which, it is estimated, will re- 
duce the tinal balance at debit of this account to about $92,000. This 
unfortunate result of last season's operations was already foreshadowed. 
in the report presented to the last ordinary meeting, and is mainly at- 
tributable to the destruction of nearly one half of the cane crop owned 
by the company by disastrous floods of an altogether excoptional na- 
ture, Against General Loan Account must be placed the balance of 
shareholders’ account, as well as the two calls to be made in June and 
December of the present year, amounting to $200,000, of which, how- 
ever, the sum of $17,700 has been paid up by anticipation. 

Several important changes have been made in the composition of the 
staff at the company’s factory at Siam. 

The former general manager of the company, Mr. John Costeker, 
having tendered his resignation, which was accepted by the directors, 
the superintendence of the company’s affairs in Siam has heen placed 
in the hands of Mr. Welleslcy Sinclair, a gentleman of considerable 
local experience in that country, and in whom the directors have every 
confidence. The prospects of the present reason seem sufficiently fa- 
vourable, and the factory buildinss, as well as the machinery, are re- 
ported in excellent order. According to the Articles of Asseciation, 
two of the directors retire at this meeting, Mexsrs. E. A. Hitchcock, 
who has left the Colony, and I. Chomley ; the latter of whom offers 
himself for re-election. Mr. Richard Deacon was invited by the Di- 
rectors to join the Board to complete their number, and this election 
will have to be confirmed by the meeting.

SINGAPORE. 


The present mail brings advices from this port to the 4tb 
April ; the French mail, from London February 28, arrived out 
on the Ist April. The following summary of news is from the 
Singapore Daily Times :— 

There is a rumour, which we believe to be well grounded, that 
H.E. the Governor has received orders from the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies to go over to Labuan. Perhaps this visit 
may have something to do with Earl Kimberley’s request for Sir 
Harry Ord’s continuance in office, so that he may effect the long 
talked of amalgamation of Labuan and the Straits Settlements 
into one colony. It is said that his Excellency is only waiting a 
fitting vessel to take him over, being unwilling to risk the voyage 
in the Pluto. 

We learn that Mr. C. B. Waller, magistrate of police at Pro- 
vince Wellesley, is appointed superintendent of prisons, and that 
Mr. Gottlieb, junior police magistrate, goes to the Province to 
take Mr. Waller’s place. 

‘On the 29th of March the corner-stone of the new Clyde-ter- 
race Market was laid. The ceremony was celebrated with 
Masonic honours, and the Governor and Lady Ord were present. 
The District Grand Senior Warden, having delivered a Masonic 
oration of some length, a number of ladies and gentlemen re- 
paired to the lodge, where they were hospitably entertained by 
the brethren. The ceremony was witnessed by a large concourse 


of people. 

Aaviecs from Manila, under date 17th March, report that there 
has been an eruption of a large volcano in the Barera mountains. 
in the island of Mindanao, by which several villages on the side 
of the mountain and in its neighbourhood had been destroyed, 
and not less than 400 persons had perished, only a few ait 
escaped by flight on hearing the subterranean noises that precede 
the eruption. Several shocks of earthquake were also felt in 
many districts of the island. 

On the 2nd April the Telegraph Companies’ repairing steamer 
Agnes completed the repairs to the cable, and restored communi- 
cation between Singapore and Batavia. 

The extra P. and O. steamer Hien, Captain Lee, from Bombay 
18th March, arrived here on the 3rd April. 

The United States gunboat Vantic has left for Hong Kong.

Velvets much depressed, plain Lustres in small inquiry, moderate sales 
of Mousselines, Cloth and Blankets quite neglected, slight enquiry for 
Nail Rod Iron. Quotations :—G. E. Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., 384 yards 
89 in., $2.25 to 2.274 ; 8 lbs, 44, 45 in., $2.524 to 2.55 ; 8 lbs. 4 to 8 Ibs., 
6 ditto 39 in., $2.524 to 2.624; 9 lbs., ditto 44 in., $2.95 to 3.00 per 
piece. Cotton Yarn, No. 16 to 24, $39.00 to 41.00 ; No. 28 to 32, 
$48.50 to 45.00; No. 38 to 42, nominal, $44.00 to 45.00 per picul. 
Metals : Small inquiry for Nail Rod Iron ; Lead out of demand ; Coals : 
Nothing doing. 

Hioco-Osaka.—The utmost dulness had prevailed, and excepting for 
Yarns and Shirtings prices had declined. Cotton Yarn: Nos. 16-24 
slightly advanced ; Nos. 28-32, firm; Nos. 38-42, no demand. Shirt- 
ings improved in value to a small extent, owing to scarcity of stock ; 
deliveries inconsiderable, and the feeling not strong. Black Velvets 
showed a further decline, and were difficult of sale at the reduced rates. 
Mousselines de Laine, Plain and Printed, had been dealt in to a fair 
extent, but at ruinous prices ; the purchases, however, which were for 
immediate wants, showed that the consumption of this article was still 
large. Cloth had been in less demand, on account of the lateness of the 
season, and prices were declining. Quotations :—Cotton Yarn, Nos. 16 
to 24, $120 to 121 per bale; Nos. 28 to 32, $132 to 133. GE Grey 
Shirtings, 7 lbs., 38 yds. 39 in., $2.30 to 2.32 per piece; 8} to 84 lbs, 
do., $2.57 to 2.66 ; 9 Ibe., 44 in., $2.95. 

TIENTSIN.—The market was in a depressed condition, caused by heavy 
arrivals, 

Hankow.—There was a quiet feeling in the market, on account of 
dealers awaiting further advices from Shanghai. Sales of Grey Shirt- 
ings confined to a few hundred pieces of 9.10/12 to 10 Ibs. at Tis. 2.40 
to 2.60 for common to best, showing a decline of 1 to 2 per piece. Best 
7 Ib. T-Cloths in request, but few had changed hands, as holders asked 
more than the dealers were inclined to pay. Spanish Stripes in good 
demand at advancing prices. An assortment of H. H., consisting of 12 
pieces Dark Blue, 96 pieces Scarlet, 54 Gentian, 12 Purple, and 6 Black, 
sold at 66c. per yard. 

‘SHancHal.—There had been little demand, and the market closed 
without much promise of an early return to business. Grey Shirtings : 
8}lbs., sales very insignificant, nor had speculators been able to do 
much, although they had lowered the prices in cash transactions ; 7Ibs. 
again lower, and heavy kinds a shade easier, but sales barely sufficient 
to establish quotations ; with regard to other Piece Goods and Wool- 
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lens inactivity had been the prevailing characteristic of the market. 
Metals,—Quicksilver had been in some request, and had advanced to 
Tis. 90. lron: Sundry parcels of Nail Rod sold to Natives at gra- 
dually strengthening rates for all kinds. Staffordshire Nail Rod, Tls. 
3.70, assorted bars of Belgian manufacture, Tls. 3.60; hulders very 
firm, and the market had a strong upward tendency. Lead: Market 
stronger, more enquiry, but very little had changed hands ; about 200 
tons of L. B. taken at Tis. 5.25. Coals: Market firm but quiet. 

Maniia.—The demand for Plain Staples increased after the depar- 
ture of last mail, and dealers were obliged to supply their wants at a 
considerable advance on former rates. The business being done at the 
close was, however, entirely for the supply of immediate wants, and 
dealers showed little confidence in the stability of the higher range of 
valuex, sales for arrival, even with steamer named, not being practicable 
except at a marked reduction on current rates. New and suitable 
Fancy Goods were scarce, and found a ready sale, but little progress 
appeared to have been made with old stocks, which were still pressed on 
the market at low prices.

Yokouama.—Settlements for the fortnight amounted to only 700 
piculs, and the season was looked upon as nearly over.

CHRISTIANITY IN JAPAN AND CHINA. 

The Rev. J. P. Hewlett, Metropolitan Secretary of the British and 
Forcim Bible Society, gave, at a meeting at Portsmouth on the even- 
ing of the 29th of April, an account of the society’s work and pros- 
pects in Japan and China. Describing Japan, he said it was something 
like the British Isles in point of extent, with a population nearly equal. 
The people, tov, were remarkably like the English in some of their best 
characteristics. He might, in fact, call them the Anglo-Saxons of the 
East—a patient, plodding, painstaking people, who could soon see 
through a thing, and adipt it to practical purposes. They had for a 
long time had an intense hostility to anything like foreign influence ; 
but this hostility was rapidly passing away, if it had not done so already. 
It might not be generally known that this feeling had, in part, arisen 
from the introduction to Japan, some three hundred years ago, of the 
Roman Catholic Church. Now, without endorsing their views, he admit- 
ted that there had been devoted missionarics belonging to that Chureh— 
men who had gone abroad with their lives in their hands, and sacrificed 
themselves to the work to which they believed they were called. On 
ywuing to Japan they received permission from the Government of the 
day to build churches, carry on processions, make converts, &c. ; and 
for a long time they prospered greatly. But then came a sudden change. 
They were found to be dabbling in politics—an unhappy peculiarity of 
the Jesnits—laughter)—which had been noticed also in England, 
Laughter and hear, hear.) Well, they tried to effect a change in the 
vgovernment of Japan. They were discovered. Some were put to death 
and others banished. Twenty years ago not a vestige remained of that 
work of the Roman Catholic missionaries ; and so great was the hatred 
of the Japanese to Christianity that every child was taught to spit at 
the nune of Jesus. But how came that result about? He would call 
their attention to the island of Madagascar. There the missionaries 
were driven away, not through any political intrigue, but through the 
malice of a heathen queen. They were at length re-admitted, and for 
every disciple they had left they found, on their return, ten, although 
persecution had meanwhile raged. Now, what was the cause of the 
difference in the two cases? In Madagascar Protestant missionaries had, 
before they left, translated the Bible into the language of the island, 
and had taken care that the people could read. But in Japan the Roman 
Catholic missionaries did nothing of the kind. They had done every- 
thing but that. Roman Catholics never began translating the Bible, 
and reading it to the people. So that when the missionaries were driven 
away, the Japanese were left without the Scriptures. Centuries had 
since passed. And there was one advantage connected even with the 
mnissionary failure to which he had referred, for there was something 
good about everything. The Japanese were now desiring light from 
all quarters ; but if Christianity should be welcomed and recognised 
again in Japan, as they had reason to believe it would, its form was not 
likely to be that of Roman Catholicism. (Hear, hear.) The Japanese 
had had enough of that, for they had it in their records and their 
history. Japan was a wonderful country. Its resources were very 
great. In minerals it was as rich as Cornwall : in coals, as Newcastle, 
though he hoped they were much cheaper. (Laughter.) The people 
were energetic and businesslike, determined to get on. Their Ambas- 
sadors during their visit to Europe had inspected almost everything, and 
had done it in the most business-like manner. They were carrying back 
tu their own land the result of their own observatiuns, and they would 
use them. They had visited the Bible Society's depot, and had received 
a present of a Chinese Bible. The meeting might ask what was the use of 
giving a Chinese Bible to Japanese? For two reasons—first, because 
they had no Chinese Bible; and secondly, because an educated Japanese 
could read a Chinese Bible. In passing through, the Ambassadors 
stated that in all probability, at no distant time, some form of 
Christianity would be nationally recognised in Japan. God grant it 
might be so! If the Japanese should become a thoroughly enlightened 
and spiritual nation, they were the people to work on the Chinese, and 
the society might hope to accomplish what it was now attempting. But 
what little impression they had made on the Chinese! Their distance, 
or their ignorance of the feelings of the Chinese, might account for 
this. Mr. Hewlett exhibited to the meeting the first instalment of the 
Scriptures in the Japanese language—the Gospel by St. John. A com- 
mittee had been formed for printing the whole Bible; and in three 
years it was hoped the whole of that work would be accomplished. 
There would then not be a single spot in the whole world in which 
souie portion of God's Hely Word could not be found. 








THE matter of the Suez Canal dues is still the cause of much ex- 
citement in Constantinople. It is stated that the proposal made by M. 
de Lesseps, to submit to the State Council the question whether the 
Suez Canal Company have a right, in virtue of the deed of concession, 
to calculate the dues for the passaze of the Canal in the manner that 
has been in force since July 1st, having met with some opposition from 
the British Ambassador, M. de Lesseps is about to offer, in a letter to 
the Grand Vizier, to lay the question before a council of former Turk- 
ish ministers, who would add to their number certain expert and emi- 
nent men of various nationalities now residing in Constantinople ; for 
instance, Hobart Pacha, Herr Pressel, a German engineer, &c. The 
decision of this council would have to be submitted to the Sultan, who 
alone would have the power of definitely settling the question.

GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HaAMBerG, APRIL 28. 

The whole of the past week has been devoted to the second reading of 
the New Currency Law, and several important alterations and modifi- 
cations of the-original Bill have been agreed to. In auch a mixed 
Assembly as the German Parliament, composed as it is of landed pro- 
prietors, officers of the army and navy, agriculturists, foresters, manu- 
facturers, professors of mathematics and astronomy, lawyer, and 
Government officials of almost every department, with but a sprinkling 
of bankers, shipowners, and merchants connected with foreign trade, 
it is easy to conceive that there are but few members able to fori an 
opinion of their own, or to grapple with the difficulties connected with 
a work of such gigantic importance as a thorongh alteration and radical 
reform of the currency of a country containing more than forty mil- 
lions of inhabitants. The House is composed of several political fac- 
tions, but in such a case as this they were impotent to do any good, and, 
therefore, very wisely determined to delegate for a time their power tu 
a Mixed Committee elected by the ditferent political parties. This 
“Free Commission,” as it is called, consisted mostly of the above men- 
tioned “sprinkling of men of business, connected with commercial 
pursuits, and numbered about thirty members, who, setting aside for a 
moment their differences of opinion and political bias, met on the neu- 
tral ground of the Committce-room to discuss the merits of the Guvern- 
ment Bill for the alteration of the currency, and see if they could not 
improve it in the interests of the German nation at large. As the com- 
mittee was appointed just before the adjournment of the Parliament 
for the Easter vacation, it is pleasant to be able to record that the 
members evinced such public spirit, and were so thoroughly imbued 
with the importance of the subject confided to their care, that they 
one and all agreed to sacrifice their private convenience and family ar- 
rangements, and reinain at Berlin during the holidays, su as to be ready 
with their work when the House should resume ita sittings, which was 
last Monday, when the debate on the second reading of the Bill was 
placed on the order of the day. : 

In the absence of any political agitation in Denmark, the visit of the 
Japanese Embassy to Copenhagen has made a great sensation, and was 
quite a godsend for the newspapers, who filled their columns to reple- 
tion with details of the sayings and doings of these Orientals. After 
paying us here a short visit on their return from Russia, the Embassy 
proceeded by railway to Liibeck, and thence by steamer to the Danish 
capital, where it appears their reception was of the most enthusiastic 
description. On the 20th they were invited to a grand banquet given 
in their honour at the exchange by the merchants, which was very 
numerously attended, and where many complimentary speeches wero 
made on both sides. The Danish Consul-Gencral at St. Petersburg, 
Herr Pallisen, had come over and took part in the proceedings. On the 
toast of the evening being proposed, the chief of the Embassy, Sionii 
T. Iwakura, thanked the gentlemen present for the expression of their 
kind wishes to promote the trade and increase the friendly intercourse 
between the two nations, which he asaured them was fully reciprocated 
by the Government and people of Japan. On the following day, after 
their presentation at Court, they were the guests of the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs at the Palace of Amalienborg, who was also honoured 
by the presence of the Crown Prince. On the 22nd they attended the 
sitting of the Folksthing, and inspected several of the public buildings 
and muscums of the capital. What appeared to interest them most was 
the splendid collection of models of ships in the naval museum, — They 
are arranged in chronological order, and contain a complete and unbroken 
series of ships of war, showing their construction, mode of rigging, and 
armament ; perhaps the most complete collection of the sort in exist- 
ence, and of great historical interest, as the Danes have always been a 
seafaring vation from the carliest: time of their sea-kings and vikings, 
who ruled the ocean, and were the terror of all their maritime neizh- 
bours, Oe the 28rd inst. the Embassy left Copenhagen for Sweden ; 
the King of Denmark had placed a ship of war at their disposal to carry 
them to Stockholin, but they preferred to cross by the passenger 
steamer, the Zou rg, to Malmoe, and then proceeded to Stockholin 
by a special train, where by the last accounts they are being: similarly 
féted, According to the Berlin Birsen Zeitung, Kido, member of the 
Japanese Council of State, and Okabo, Minister of Finance, two of 
the special ainbassadors to Eurupe and America, are ordered to revurn 
to Japan.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


RorrerDaM, APRIL 29. 

Atchin is the topic of the day, and as a matter of course the Second 
Chamber was densely filled when this question was brought forward at 
the sitting of Monday last.

Mr. van Lynden asked—responsible for the declaration of war, 
which has proved to be so rash an act?) The lealer of the Opposition, 
Mr. Heemskerk, quite agreed with the last speaker. Everything had 
been done in a hurry, and wholly without preparation ; and he called 
upon the Ministry to resign unless they were able to send ten thousand 
soldiers immediately to Atchin, Mr. de Roo also blamed the Govern- 
ment for having despatched the expedition in a hurry, aud he feared 
that this war would cause a etagnation in the developinent of Java. 
He declined to propose a vute of want of contidence, but in the face of 
events he invited sume of the friends of the Minister to propose a vote 
of confidence. At this point the debate was adjourned to the next 
sitting, when the Minister of the Colonial Department, in reply, took 
the entire responsibility for the declaration of war upon himaelf. He 
urged the necessity of the measures, which have been, though ineffec- 
tually, taken to punish the Sultan of Atchin for the injuries he has 
inflicted upon us. ‘The Government had wished for a friendly solution 
of the difficulty, but the Sultan had acted so treachvrously that it was 
impossible to obtain satisfaction in any other way than by a war. The 
Minister, of course, much regrets the defeat which we have undergone, 
but this, he maintains, must nut be permitted to discuurage us. He 
recalled what happened to the expeditions to Palembang, Bali, Boni, 
&c., in all of which we were finst defeated, but were ultimately victo- 
rious. He quite agreed with the opinion which had been expressed by 
Mr. de Row that the fate of the Ministry is but of secondary importance 
to the result of this atfair, and be invited that gentleman to propose a 
vote of want of contidence if he thinks that the Cabinet has failed in 
doing its duty to the country. The debate was finished in the sitting of 
April 30. No vote of want of confidence was proposed, but the Minis- 
ters will invite such a vote by laying before the Members a Bill asking 
the necessary money for continuing this war. The trovps are provided 
with ammunition for three months, Reinforcements will be sent to 
Java without delay, and all that is possible will be done to retrieve the 
disaster which has occurred to our arms. 

In the meanwhile the Government is taking energetic steps to 
strengthen our military and naval furcea, and to complete our war 
establishments in Java. Several steamers of ditterent tonnaze are to 
be sent out, and great quantities of aminunition, arts, and artillery to 
the seat of war. A large number of volunteers have offered themselves 
for enrolment in the East India army, which is to be strongly rein- 
forced to continue the war next autumn. It is said that the Zealand, 
man-of-war, will be reealled from the Mediterranean and sent to Java, 
and that the troops will be forwarded to Sumatra ly sinall steamers, 
which are now being sent out for this purpose. Other troops will be

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RUSSIA AND CHINA. 

RECENT telegrams from St. Petersburg point plainly to 
the fact that by no one is it better understood than by the 
Russians that in undertaking the expedition against Khiva 
they are engaging in a warfare which may possibly rouse 
against them the opposition of all the Tartar races of Cen- 
tral and Eastern Asia. With wise caution they have been 
for some time keeping themselves well informed of the dis- 
position of the several Asiatic States towards themselves, 
and more directly with that of China and the Mahom- 
medan Dependencies on her western frontier. Only the 
other day the return was notified of Colonel BARABASCH 
from an expedition to Kanchow, in the Province of Kansuh, 
and the other North-Western Provinces of China, and an- 
other party who have been engaged in exploring the neigh- 
bouring districts are now on their way back to Russia. This 
anxiety as to the probable attitude which China may take 
in the Central Asian question is but the natural outgrowth 
of the policy which has been so persistently pursued by 
Russia towards that country. From the moment when, in 
1651, the Chinese first came into collision with the Musco- 
vites on the Amoor, down to the present day, the history of 
Russia in Eastern Asia has been one of unswerving ag- 
gression. Little by little she has encroached, now on this 
poe now on that, on her weaker neighbour's territory. 

ear after year the Russian settlements advanced further 
down the Amoor, until in 1860, by-a grand diplomatic 
coup, the Chinese Government, under pressure of defeat 
by the Allies, was persuaded to cede to them the whole sea- 
board of Manchuria between the river Usuri and the sea, 
from the mouth of the Amoor to the Korean frontier. 

These national humiliations are deeply felt and resented 
by the Chinese at the present day, and there can be but 
little doubt that if ever the time should come, as foretold 
by Ts—NG Kwo-Fan, when China will be strong and the 
European nations weak, the Chinese will seize on Russia’s 
difficulty as their opportunity. Nor is such a contingency 
as improbable as at first sight it may appear to be. It must 
be remembered that the present rulers of China are mem- 
bers of the same Tartar race which, in comparatively 
modern times, overran the whole breadth of the Eastern 
world from Constantinople to Peking. Unfortunately for 
themselves, the last two centuries, which have enriched us 
with so many scientific improvements and civilising in- 
fluences, have conferred no such advantages upon them. 
While Europe has advanced they have stood still, until it 
has even come to be computed that at the present time the 
descendants of the very men whose names were once a 
terror to the world, are, in the day of battle, valuable only 
in the proportion of fifty to one European soldier. But 
this, as far as their own Tartar troops are concerned, the 
Chinese have determined shall no longer be the case. For 
some time they have, as has been frequently noticed in 
these columns, been sedulously supplying them with 
European arms of the most approved description. Their 
native military exercises and manceuvres have been dis- 
carded, and their battalions move only now to the words 
of command as laid down in foreign drill books. Time thus 
employed will work wonders, and it is possible that before 
very long China may again be in a position to make her 
voice heard from Peking to the Caspian Sea. ‘

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS AND THE . 
COLONIAL SYSTEM. 

In looking back to the history of the Straits Settlements 
for the past six years, nothing is found more striking than 
the blind confidence shown by the non-official members of 
the Council in the new Governor, unless it be the general 
consent manifested on all sides—officials, unofficials, and 
Ministers alike—that his personal comfort and tastes ought 
to havea prior claim on the public purse to any founded on 
“the greatest happiness of the greatest number” principle. 
Thus was it that not only was Government-house under- 
taken without the pretence of an estimate, but large sums 
were lavished on it, time after time, to the indefinite post- 
ponement of the water supply of Singapore, to which the 
Government had long stood pledged. We have not far to 
look for another instance of equally blind confidence and 
unreasonable devotion of the public money for a purpose 
more concerning the accommodation of the Governor than 
the service of the public—we find it in the: famous his- 
tory of the Straits steamers, which also give an insight into 
some of the practices by which public money is got rid of 
in Crown Colonies 

The Indian Government had been in the habit of 
maintaining one small steamer in the Straits for 
carrying the Recorder on circuit, and the Governor 
and two or three other officials on their periodical 
visits from one Settlement to another, and also for 
carrying reliefs and provisions to the lighthouses. This 
was at a time when there was little steam traffic in Eastern 
waters, and the vessel repaid part of her cost by earning 
freight. Shortly before the colony passed to the Colonial- 
office, a second steamer, the Iainbow, had been bought to 
replace, when refitted, the old Pluto, which had become 
hardly seaworthy. On the Ist of July, 1867, or just three 
months after the installation of the new Government, we 
find Sir H. Orp “ suggesting” to the Legislative Council 
that the Pluto should be replaced by a new steamer, with 
a steam launch and steam cutter as auxiliaries, and that 
the Government should also be empowered to make 
temporary arrangements in the meantime ;—so that, with 
the Rainbow, the Colony would have four vessels propelled 
by steam. The non-official members at once acquiesced ; 
and two of them proposed a resolution, which was carried 
unanimously, authorising his Excellency “to procure the 
‘“‘ above-mentioned vessels forthwith, the plans and estimates 
“to be laid before the Council as soonas they can be prepared, 
“and until the arrival of the new steamers, to incur such 
“ expenditure as might be necessary for carrying on the public 
“service.” Under the last branch of the resolution, the 
Governor at once bought a new vessel called the Petho, just 
arrived from England. She had cost £7,000 there ; the 
Colonial Treasury paid £13,500 for her. She was far 
superior to any former Straits vessel, but she was not good 
enough, in Sir H. Orp’s opinion, for the services now 
required, and another was ordered in England. 

Here we come upon a very curious part of the story. 
It will be observed that the Legislative Council had placed 
in the Governor's hands something like a blank draft ; 
for the resolution fixed no limit to the price to be given 
for the new steamers, But it had nevertheless been passed, 
on the explicit understanding, as the Governor himself sub- 
sequently admitted, that the whole sum was not to exceed 
$75,000, or between £16,000 and £17,000. Now, the 
Governor, without laying any plans or estimates before the 
Council, sent home, he tells us, “ copies of the resolution,” 
and “ statements of the description of steamer that was re- 
quired,” and requested the Secretary of State to order her. 
But did he also inform the Colonial-office of the limit put 
on the price? On this point he has remained silent. 
He did not lay his communication before the Council; and 
though, in subsequently explaining his conduct, he said 
he had never “expected” that the limit would be ex- 
ceeded, and even referred mysteriously to that power 
of disregarding the wishes of both Governor and Council 
which a Minister sometimes exercised, he did not state, 
nor does it anywhere appear that he ever informed the 
Colonial-office of that limit, which, though not embodied 
in terms in the resolution, undoubtedly formed part of it by 
virtue of an honourable understanding. 

In the course of time it began to be whispered that the 
new Straits steamer was to be a vessel of some 450 tons ; 
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that Mr. REED, the celebrated naval architect, was to have 
afee of £500 for designing her after the model of the 
QUEEN’s yacht ; and that Messrs. WHITE, the equally cele- 
brated ship-builders, of Cowes, were to have £23,000 more 
for building her, or between £7,V00 and £8,000 more than 
the Legislative Council had ever agreed to pay, to say no- 
thing of the cost of getting the vessel out to Singapore. The 
designs subsequently exhibited showed that the vessel was 
to be fitted up with about a dozen berths; some of the 
cabins and a bath-room were to be twelve feet square ; 
in the stern was to be a boudoir; and $800 more were 
to be spent on her when she arrived in Singapore, in build- 
ing a house on the deck for the exclusive accommodation 
of his Excellency. 

The Straits Association now again interfered in the 
affairs of the colony. They remonstrated with Lord GRAN- 
VILLE on the extraordinary outlay on steamers, as they 
had respecting that on Government-house ; and the Mi- 








nister, in answer to their appeal, at once stopped the order | 


for the steamer, calling at the same time on Sir H. ORD 
for a full report as to the necessity for any such vessel. 
This report, like the earlier communication, has not seen 
the light, but there is little reason to think that it contained 
any allusion to the limit of price; for in November, 1869, 


the Council was asked to grant $117,000, or between | 
£25,000 and £26,000 for the price of the new vessel, in- : 


cluding £2,000 for the expense of sending her to the colony. 
This was too much for the non-official members, backed, or 
rather urged as they were by the strong feeling of the whole 
colonial public. 
pealing to the understanding, which he seemed surprised 
not to find officially recorded, that not more than £16,000 
were to be spent on steamers, moved the rejection of the 
vote ; and he was supported by all the independent mem- 
bers, who concurred in thinking that the Peiho was quite as 
good a vessel as was needed for the colony, if, indeed, any 
were needed at all Sir H. Orb, “not with any motive,” as 
he said, “‘ but as a matter of convenience,” begged that they 
would not press the motion to a division, assuring them 


that everything they had said should be sent to the Secre- | 
tary of State, who would attach the greatest weight to, 


their opinions ; but they appear, on this occasion at least, 
to have thought it better to record their intentions unmis- 
takably on the face of their proceedings ; so they insisted 
on dividing. Of course, however, they were in a minority. 
The official phalanx prevailed, and the money was voted. 
“Tf this vote be carried,” said one of the unofficial 
members, “you will have spent $320,000 in the first three 
years of this Colony’s existence on steamers alone ;” and 
the assertion was not controverted. And what was all this 
extravagance for? When Sir H. ORD made his first “‘sug- 
estions” for a new steamer with “auxiliaries,” he laid be- 
fore the Council a paper which represented that the vessels 
were needed, not only for carrying officials and visiting the 
lighthouses, but also for police duties, for fighting pirates, for 
maintaining communications with native Rajahs who were 
continually at war with each other and jeopardised British 
trade, and for keeping up British prestige. The insincerity 
of the whole document was transparent. There were no 
police duties to be performed, as Sir H. Orp plainly ad- 
mitted when he refused all information on the subject, on 
being challenged to do so.

The Colonial-office settled the controversy by giving the 
victory to neither side. The crack vessel designed by Mr. 
REED was not ordered, but another and inferior vessel was 
sent out, and the Peiho and the Jtuinbow were sold. Many 
saw in this decision mere tenderness for the Governor's 
feelings, and considered that it would have been wiser to 
keep no colonial steamer whatever, as, since the great de- 
velopment of steam navigation in the Straits, the only ser- 
vices for which any vessel had ever been required—that is, 
carrying officials and relieving lighthouses—could now be 
more economically done by contract, and the temptation 
to misuse public vessels for private amusement would be 
removed. But into this question we shall-not enter. It 
is enough for our purpose to have pointed out how, not- 
withstanding the various checks supposed to control his 
conduct, a Colonial Governor could get $320,000 voted 
for steamers, and $220,000 more spent on a residence for 
himself in three years, in a colony whose annual revenue 
is only $1,300,000. The means by which this was accom- 
plished—the resolution drawn up in blank and sent to the 
Colonial Minister, while the limit was unrecorded—we 
leave to the appreciation of the reader. 








THE memorial which the Silk Association of America . 
has addressed to the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce on 
the subject of adulteration will be read with interest, be- 
cause it exactly confirms the views expressed by the Man- 
. chester Chamber on a recent occasion. It will thus 

strengthen the hands of the Shanghai Chamber, which has 

always been most anxious to put down the evil. Perhaps, 

now that the Chinamen find that the merchants of Man- 

chester, Shanghai, and the United States are unanimous in 
, the resolution to discontinue the purchase of Shanghai 
: re-reeled silks—in consequence of their being unprofitable, 
‘and almost unmarketable at amy price, by reason of the 
extent to which adulteration is carried in spite of repeated 
warnings—they may begin to see the policy of not driving 
their customers away altogether, before it is too late. It is 
evident, that either the system of adulteration must be re- 
formed, or the trade is doomed. It is an excellent sugges- 
tion that a standard of purity should be adopted, and all 
re-reeled silk should bear the names of the reeler and the 
merchant, so that, when fraud is perpetrated, there should 
be a remedy provided in the shape of a reclamation on the 
wrong-doer for the wrong done. If these regulations do 
not produce the desired effect, the case is hopeless. 


His Excellency Sano, who lately arrived from Japan, ac- 
credited as Minister to the Courts of Austria and Italy, 
was prescnted to the Emperor at Vienna on the 28th ult., 
accompanied by Baron von SIEBOLD.

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THE HEALTH OF THE CHINA FLEET. 

A Statistical Abstract of the Health of the Navy from the Ist of 
July, 1871, to the 30th of June, 1872, has just been published by 
order of the House of Commons. We give the portion which relates 
to the China squadron :— 

Sicx-Ratr.—Average Ratio of Casesplaced on the Sick List for 16 years, 
2024-2 per 1,000.—The squadron on the China Station during the period 
embraced in this abstract comprised twenty-nine vessels, viz., two iron- 
clads, two of the sixth-rate, two sloops, fourteen gun-vessels, one steam- 
vessel, four gun-boats, two surveying vessels, one troop ship, and one 
receiving ship, permanently stationed at Hong Kong. There was also 
a detachment of marines in Japan. The mean force, corrected for time, 
was 2,980, and the total number of cases of disease and injury entered 
on the sick-list 4,476, which is in the ratio of 1502° per 1,000 of force, 
being a reduction compared with the preceding twelve months equal to 
149°5 per 1,000, and compared with the average of the station, taken for 
a@ period of sixteen years, the decrease is to the extent of 504°2 per 1,000. 
Details are given of the various ships. While the Iron Duke was in 
the East Indian Archipelago, the most prominent affections on her 
sick list were venereal diseases contracted at Penang and Singapore, 
diarrhoea, and boils and abscesses. When in China and Japan febrile 
diseases began to show themselves, the result, in the majority of in- 
stances, of exposure to malarious influences while the ship was in the 
Aberdeen dry dock at Hong Kong. Diarrhoea was also very prevalent 
at this time. The crew of the Ocean were remarkably healthy, the 
sick rate of the ship being by much the lowest on the station. The 
crew of the Barrosa, stationed for nine months at Yokohama, also 
appear to have enjoyed a remarkable immunity from disease, and the 
sick rate was very low. A very favourable report on the working of 
the Contagious Diseases Act is made by the surgeon of the ship, and 
practically illustrated by the comparative absence of venereal diseases 
among the crew, although so long at anchor in a harbour formerly no- 
torious for these affections. A very different condition of matters, 
however, obtained in the Juno, which shows a very high sick rate. 
She was mostly stationed at Hakodadi and Nagasaki, in Japan, and 
Shanghai, in China—places unprotected by any Contagious Diseases 
Act—and the result was that her crew suffered severely from the dis- 
eases against which the Act is directed. From the cunstitutional form 
of these diseases there was a loss of service during the twelve months 
equal to 1,611 days, and from the local form the loss of service 
was equal to 1,390 days, making a total loss of service of 3,001 
days. The Rinaldo's crew appear to have been very healthy. 
Among the more numerous affections were syphilis, contracted at Sin- 
gapore, where no Contagious Diseases Act was in force. The most for- 
midable diseases with which the crew of the Zebra were affected were 
dysentery, contracted at Hankow and Shanghai, and remittent fever, 
the result of exposure to malarious influences while in dry dock at 
Aberdeen, Hong Kong. Besides these diseases, diarrhoea was rather 
frequent, and a good many cases of ague occurred, consequent on boat 
service at Labuan, and on the coast of Borneo. The returns from the 
Avon (which, however, are defective) show that during nine months of 
the year the health of both officers and men was particularly good. 
On board the Midge, there were some cases of simple continued fever 
and ague, catarrh and diarrhoea, at Shanghai, and rheumatism was rather 
prevalent during the Christmas quarter. The most formidable disease 
which appeared on board the Teazer was dysentery, of which there 
were a few cases, The sick-rate of the Thistle was high, but the most 
prevalent diseases were of a trivial character. The returns from the 
other vessels on this station do not present any points calling for parti- 
cular notice. Asa rule, the sick-rate was low-in them all, as well as in 
the marine detachment serving in Japan. 

Invatpina.-—Average ratio of invaliding for sixteen years, 63°5 per 
1,000. 146 persons were invalided from the squadron during the period 
embraced in this abstract, which isin the ratio of 48°9 per 1,000 of 
force, being a decrease compared with the preceding year, equal to 34° 
per 1,000. . 

Deatus.—Average ratio of mortality for sixteen years, 35°5 per 1,000. 
36 deaths occurred in the squadron during the twelve months, 26 being 
from various forms of disease, and 10 from wounds and injuries and 
drowning. The total death-rate was 12° per 1,000 of force, being a re- 
ae compared with the preceding twelve months equal to 4°4 per 

,000. 

A mass of tables are embodied in the Report. It appeara that the 
number of cases of disease and injury was as follows—(the figures be- 
tween parenthesis represent the complements of the respective ships) :— 
Iron Duke (240), 405 cases, 5 invalided ; Ocean (315), 177 cases, 10 in- 
valided, 3 died ; Barrosa (265), 272 cases, 9 invalided, 4 died; Juno 
(230), 841 cases, 9 invalided, 4 died ; Rinaldo (170), 249 cases, 22 in- 
valided, 1 died ; Zebra (165), 252 cases, 13 invalided, 2 died ; the gun- 
vessels Avon, Curlew, Dwarf, Elk, Hornet, Leven, Midge, Ringdove, 
Teazer, and Thistle (693), 1,266 cases, 41 invalided, 11 died ; Salamis 
(70), 74 cases, 1 invalided ; Nassau (100), 120 cases, 3 invalided, 2 died; 
Sylvia (100), 98 cases, 5 invalided ; Adventure (100), 181 cases, 5 in- 
valided, 1 died ; Princess Charlotte (10), 101 cases, 14 invalided, 6 died ; 
Marine Detachment, Japan (305), 815 cases, 3 invalided, 1 died. For 
several of the gunboats the returns were deficient. One of the tables 
shows the number of cases of disease and injury, &c., on the China Sta- 
tion during the sixteen years from 1856 to 1872. The total comple- 
ments for that period amounted to 81,770. The total number of cases 
of disease and injury has been 165,522; the total number invalided 
5,202 ; the number dead 2,910 (2,243 from disease, and 667 from injury), | 
During the periud to which the Report relates there were 10 deaths from | 
injury on the station—2 on board the Barroga (1 man dtowned by fall- 
ing overboard, and 1 from fracture of forearm, jaw, and other injuries) ; 
1 on board the Juno, from drowning, while the man was walking over 
a jetty; 1 on board the Rinaldo, from a gunshot wound in action ; 2 
on beard the Curlew (1 man drowned by falling from a shore boat at 
Shanghai, and 1 killed by a fall from aloft) ; 1 from on board the Dwarf, 
drowned ; 2 from the Midge (1 man drowned by falling overboard from 
@ sampan, and 1 drowned by falling through ice) ; 1 on board the Prin- 
cess Charlotte, from a wound in the abdomen caused by the bursting | 
of a gun-harrel. 
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“*CLEAN’ BILLS OF LADING.” 

The report of a case, “ Ramsden v. The Great Eastern Railway 
Company,” which was tried last week, may prove of more than 
passing interest to some of our readers, and a brief résumé of it, 
with following comments, may not be out of place in our 
columns. The plaintiff had sent fifty-five bales of wool to be 
carried by the defendants from Antwerp to Yorkshire, za Har- 
wich. The wool was deposited on the quay at Antwerp, ship 
the next day by one of the defendants’ steamers, and landed at 
Harwich on the day next following. The wool arrived in a very 
damp state at its destination, and it was admitted that this had 
arisen from rain on the quay at Antwerp before shipment, the 
wool having been previously accepted by the defendant in their 
capacity as carriers, and a Bill of Lading afterwards signed for 
it “in good order and condition.” It was proved in evidence that 
one of the defendants’ employés had assigned a fitting place on 
the quay for the wool, and that “tarpaulins, the property of the 
company (defendants) were used, with their consent, to cover the 
goods. The defendants, on the other hand (we quote The Times’ 
report), “ gave evidence that they never took any responsibility 
for goods till they were on board ship.” 

The case, as thus reported, seems to us not only very vague and 
disappointing, but also, by its issue, calculated to upset all former 
ideas as to the rights and duties of shipper and carrier. The 
hybrid maxim of “caveat shipowner” is just as applicable in 
the present case as “caveat emptor” in others, and if the ship- 
master or his agent chooses to sign what is technically called a 
clean Bill of Lading, clean cargo must be produced as its equiva- 
lent, or an action must lie against him for non-fulfilment of con- 
tract. At the trial under notice Lord Chief Justice Bovill is 
reported to have said—“ As to the Bill of Lading, stating that 
the goods were shipped in good order and condition, it had been 
clearly decided that that was mere primdé facie evidence of the 
state of goods, as a receipt was of the payment of money.” 
This seems to us not only a very untrue, but a very dan- 
gerous principle to assert. In the first place, and as a 
rule, no shipmaster is doing his duty when he receives 
water or oil-damaged goods on board his ship. He may, for the 
sake of despatch, do so under protest-ruch rotest taking the 
form of a protective clause in the Bill of Lading. But even in 
doing this he runs a certain risk, and one which many owners 
will not permit their captains to incur. But if, as in the present 
case, a carrier wilfully receives on board his ship wool which he 
or his accredited agent knows or ought to see to be in a damp 
state, and yet signs, or causes to be signed, a “clean” Bill of 
Lading, there can be no doubt as to the responsibility. A 
“clean” Bill of Lading should be just as much above suspicion, 
and be of just as much legal force, as an accepted bill of exchange, 
and nothing but fraud can or should exempt the issuer of the 
former from accepting all results consequent on its signature. 
Our Eastern readers will at once see that we draw attention te 
this case not so much for its local importance as for its general 
bearing on the China trade. Now that wharves, in connection 
with steamer companies, have become common in the north and 
South of China, it is most desirable that the legal rights and 
duties of a wharf company, or perhaps specially those of a vessel 
discharging at a wharf, should be /egally established and generally 
understood. There is still some doubt, for instance, as tothe right 
of a ship in the Wangpoo stream, at ppeniee to discharge her 
whole cargo at a wharf without distinct authority from those con- 
signees who, as a rule, and so far as they are personally concerned, 
prefer landing their goods at their nearest jetty ; and it is not im- 
probable that on some future day a very nice and vexed question 
of wharf fire-insurance may lead to litigation. Be this as it 
may, we have thought the case named at the head of this article 
worthy of a few comments, and we shall be glad if_our words 

rovoke honest criticism at the hands of those in the East whose 
interests are perhaps mainly at stake in the matter.

The Secretary of the Great Northern Telegraph Company, Mr. 
H. G. Erichsen, has issued the following notification of the ex- 
tension of telegraphic communication in Japan :—- 

The land lines from Nagasaki to Simonosaki, Hiogo-Osaka, Yoko- 
hama, and Yedo have been opened. International messages are, how- 
ever, at present only accepted by the Japanese authorities at senders’ 
risk. The company's charges to Nagasaki remain as before, viz.,

stations the rates will be ¢4 17s. from London, and £4 18s. from the 
country. ‘Tu ensure certainty of delivery the company will, on handing 
over the messages to the Japanese department at Nagasaki, simulta- 
neously forward a copy by post tu the receivers.

The failure has been announced of Messrs, Textor and Co., 
merchants, of Great Winchester-street-buildings, with branches 
in China and Japan. The house was established in 1867 at 
Shanghai, Yokohama, Hiogo, and Nagasaki (at all which places 
it still has branches), but since 1871 it has had its chief office in 
London. The total liabilities are expected to reach £400,000, of 
which it is estimated more than three-fourths are secured by 
shipments outward and homeward. The assets are expected to 
produce about 10s. in the pound, although much depends upon 
the realisation of goods here and in the East. The losses have 
beat almost entirely in silk. The following circular has been is- 
sued :— 

“Gentlemen,—We regret to inform you that, through the continued 
depression of the silk market, we do not feel justified in longer continu- 
ing our payments. We have, therefore, placed our books in the hands 
of Messrs. Turquand, Youngs, and Co., who will submit a statement of 
affairs to our creditors at the earliest opportunity.—We are, gentlemen, 
your obedient servants, “TexTor and Co.” 

Another failure in the silk trade is reported, namely, of Messrs. 
Escher and Co., of Zurich, and with branches at Lyons and New 
York. The total amount of the liabilities has not transpired, 
but is expected to be , from the extent of the operations of 
the firm. The liabilities of the New York branch are stated to 
be $1,280,000. 

The failure is also announced of Messrs. Neumann, Gingold, 
and Co., merchants, of St. Mary-axe, a firm established in 1869 
in the China and Russian trade. Their transactions were chiefly 
in tea and tobacco, but it is understood that losses have been 
made of late in speculative operations on the Stock palgeay 
The liabilities are about £300,000, covered principally by goods. 
It is expected that about £50,000 will rank against the estate 
and the assets are estimated to produce about £15,000. 


Mr. Robert A. M‘Lean (Barnard, Clarke, M‘Lean, and oo) 
has been appointed trustee in the liquidation of Emil Oppert an 
Co., merchants, Great Winchester-street. The debts amount to 
£42,000.

This 
heavy reduction has compelled several holders to withdraw their Teas. 
A parcel of 200 boxes new season’s 1873-4 new-make Congou, Tayshan 
district, was offered on the 28th ult., and reported sold at gbout 2s. 
pe Ib. ; the Tea has flavour, but is weak, with no quality, owing to the 

eaf being picked in an immature state. The Continental trade has 
continued in the same inactive state, and the New York and Canadian 
markets are advised as being in a very depressed condition. Deliveries 
for home consumption have been on a large scale. The deliveries for 
the past week amount to 3,422,000 Ibs., against 3,526,000 Ibs. last year. 

Black : Red leaf, in the grades below good common, no alteration has 
taken place; good flavoury and Kaisow kinds at Is. to 1s, 2d. per Ib. 
have been taken to a fair extent at about previous rates ; medium to 
finest Kaisow has met with but little attention, though obtainable at 
low pfices, and many parcels of first-crop leaf remain in importers’ 
hands.

ahs following is from Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co.’s Cir- 
cular :— 

Under the influence of occasional pressed sales of China Silk during 
the past month, in a market almost without demand, prices have fur- 
ther given way, and at one period last week had declined 1s. to 1s. 6d. 
from the best moment in April ; there has been, however, an improved 
inquiry within the last few days, with decidedly more doing, and at a 
good 6d. recovery from last week’s quotations; the feeling no doubt 
being that prices had been driven too low. Very little can be said of 
other silks, which have also been greatly neglected, Canton perhaps more 
than any other, prices of this silk oumiet bring buyers, but we cannot 
perceive yet any signs of real demand. In Japan Silks, as also in Ben- 
gals, there has been only occasional business in suitable quantities at 
irregular prices. Deliveries have fallen off of late, and compare un- 
favourably with last month, and with corresponding month of last year ;
